It is an offspring of the tree 
under which Hippocrates is said to 
have lectured to young medical 
students in ancient Greece. The 
Schering Corporation is distrib- 
uting saplings to teaching hosp- 
itals throughout the United 
States. The trees were purchased 
to benefit the Medical Foundation 
of Cos.
